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1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Forsythe et al in view of Wiesner. Forsythe et al in Fig. 8 discloses the claimed 
invention, including the ice making evaporator 93, 133 and beverage dispenser 91 
located remotely from the condenser 71 and compressor 53. However, Forsythe et al 
does not disclose the beverage dispenser and evaporator being housed by the support 
structure. Wiesner teaches a beverage dispenser and ice maker which are housed by a 
common support structure. It would be obvious to modify Forsythe so that the beverage 
dispenser and ice maker are housed by a common support structure, in view of 
Wiesner, for the purpose of providing a compact arrangement for the system. 

3. Claims 6-20, 22-25, 27-35, and 37 are allowed. 

4. Applicant's arguments filed May 2, 2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant contends that the proposed modification of Forsythe et al by 
Wiesner would destroy the modularity of Forsythe et al. The examiner disagrees. It is 
entirely possible to house the various modules of Forsythe et al in a common housing 
and still retain the modularity. 

5. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 
I. Claims 1-5, drawn to a beverage dispenser and ice maker housed in a 

common housing, classified in class 222, subclass 146.6. 
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II. Claims 6-20, 22-25, 27-35, and 37, drawn to a beverage dispenser and ice 
maker having a receiver and a harvest cycle, classified in class 62, 
subclass 277. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

6. Inventions II and I are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the combination requires the 
receiver, harvest cycle, and head pressure valve. The subcombination has separate 
utility such as by itself, without the harvest cycle. 

7. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
